I, Grant B. Gelberg, hereby declare: 

1. I am a partner of the law firm Halpern May Ybarra Gelberg LLP, counsel 
for Defendant Misook Kim (“Ms. Kim’) in this action. I have sufficient personal 
knowledge of the facts set forth herein that if called as a witness I could and would testify 
competently to those facts under oath. I submit this declaration in support of Defendants 
Kim and Alin Pilkington’s (“Pilkington,” collectively “Individual Defendants”) Notice 
of Joinder and Joinder in Skyryse, Inc.’s Motion to Stay. 

2 Attached hereto as Exhibit 1 is a true and correct copy of the Grand Jury 
subpoena dated June 10, 2022 seeking documents from Ms. Kim. 

3. On July 5, 2022, I participated in a telephone call with FBI Special Agent 
Robert Shaw (“SA Shaw’) and Assistant United States Attorney Reema El-Amamy 
(“AUSA El-Amamy’) during which they told me that the scope of the government’s 
criminal investigation was very similar to the civil complaint in this case and referred me 
to the civil complaint for more information. Following these discussions, the Individual 
Defendants invoked their respective Fifth Amendment rights in response to a Grand Jury 
subpoena. 

4. Attached hereto as Exhibit 2 is a true and correct copy of a November 7, 
2022 email I received from AUSA El-Amamy which states, “I’ve produced to you some 
pre-indictment discovery so that you can get a sense of the government’s criminal 
investigation. This pre-indictment discovery, combined with the civil litigation in 
WDNY, should give you a good sense of the government’s investigation and potential 
charges.” 

5. On November 7, 2022, I received a second email from AUSA El-Amamy 
and a Word document attachment. The Word document appears to have been assembled 
by the U.S. Attorney’s Office and/or the FBI based on documents obtained from Moog 
and other sources. This document makes reference to an Excel table from Moog that 


purports to list Moog files allegedly downloaded by Ms. Kim. 
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6. After reviewing the files produced by Moog in civil discovery, it is clear that 
Moog and the FBI are coordinating on a number of fronts including, but not limited to, 
the status of filings in this action, Moog’s own forensic investigation of the Individual 
Defendants’ alleged downloads, summaries of information Moog’s counsel received 
from Defendants, and a timeline Moog created in conjunction with the drafting of the 
Complaint, among others. During my review, I also read emails between the FBI and 
Moog in which the FBI sent Moog lists of questions to answer, requested information 
related to hard drives purportedly connected to Ms. Kim, and sought to interview Moog 
employees. 

fF Attached hereto as Exhibit 3 is a true and correct copy of the Grand Jury 
subpoena received by iDiscovery Solutions dated February 27, 2023. 

8. Attached hereto as Exhibit 4 is a true and correct copy of an email chain 
from an FBI agent transmitting the government’s Request for Preservation of Records 
(Misook Kim) on March 7, 2023. The email described the preservation letter as “related 
to the Moog v. Skyryse suit.” 

9. After review of the Request for Preservation of Records (Misook Kim) 
attached to Exhibit 4 and a spreadsheet of devices maintained by iDS, I determined the 
two documents cover the same electronic devices.

(i.e., reduce the volume of) responsive material before discussing with and obtaining the written approval of the 
subpoena issuer. All objective coding (e.g., near dupe ID or e-mail thread ID) shall be discussed and produced to the 
subpoena issuer as additional metadata fields. 


Hidden Text 


All hidden text (e.q., track changes, hidden columns, mark-ups, notes) shall be expanded and rendered in the image 
file.

Prior to any production of structured data from proprietary applications (¢.g., proprietary timekeeping, accounting, 
sales rep call notes, CRMs, SharePoint) the producing party shall first provide the database dictionary and a list of all

4. De-duplication, Near-Duplicate Identification, E-mail Conversation Threading, and Other Culling Procedures 
De-duplication of exact copies within a custodian’s data may be done, but all “filepaths” must be provided for each 
duplicate document. The recipient shall not use any other procedure to cull, filter, group, separate or de-duplicate 
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(Le., reduce the volume of) responsive material before discussing with and obtaining the written approval of the 
subpoena issuer.
